The public meeting will be pre- 
sided over by Robert Janssen, chair- 
man of a special committee appoint- 
ed by Elfers.

School boards, village officials and officials of sanitary districts and 
drainage districts who are finding their physical plants operating at 
capacity or in excess of capacity are genuinely concerned with the bitter 
complaints that have followed the mailing of real estate 
■ and personal property tax bills. 

Many school districts are faced with overcrowded 
classrooms despite staggering building programs through- 
out the county; cities and villages are faced with the pros- 
Ipect of asking for additional funds for sewage treatment 
plants and sewers, water mains and other facilities, and 
drainage and sanitary districts are faced with the same 
problems. 

In most cases the needs are very real and in the case 
of sanitary facilities they verge on the emergency. 

The problem facing school and village authorities is 
how to convince the people that despite already high taxes 
they should authorize additional expenditures to meet the 
needs of the community. 
Durkin Too often the property owner forgets that mayors, 

village trustees and school board members are also taxpayers and that 
they are no more anxious for higher taxes than the general public, but 
they are responsible for providing the necessary facilities and must sub- 
ject themselves to criticism to carry out their duties. 

• • * 

Everybody's getting into the act on voters' registration this year 
with both political parties from the national level to the county level con- 
ducting registration drives; the Jaycees, Young Republicans, Young Demo- 
crats and many civic organizations are urging citizens to qualify to cast 
their ballot in ^November :by registering now. 

And the drive is apparently bearing fruit since you can find lines of 
people in the registration office on the first floor of the courthouse waiting 
to register almost every day. ■ 

Of course registration is only part of the battle. After they register 
the voters should learn what they can about the issues involved in each 

race and then go to the polls on election day and cast their ballots.

The shortsightedness of some people never ceases to amaze us. 

Recently there was an announcement by Gov. William G. Stratton 
that the state planned extensive development. of the Chain O' Lakes State 
Park, an announcement greeted with complaints by some Chain O'Lakes 
people who insist that development of the park .will hurt the resort owners 
of the area. 

The only harm it can do the majority of them is that it may force 
them to spend a few dollars to improve their facilities and to pep up their 
operations. 

Too many of the resort area operators would rather sit around com- 
plaining about the loss of gambling revenue than stir themselves enough 
to build the Chain O'Lakes as a high class resort area. 

Development of the beautiful Chain O'Lakes park, a magnificent 
site on the west shore of Grass Lake, would be a tremendous boon to the 
whole area and will benefit everyone ready to take advantage of the de- 
velopment. 

Personally, wc think the Chain O'Lakes Park would have been a 
better place for the new multi-million dollar lodge than Illinois Beach 

State Park.

State's Attorney Bruno W. Stanczak is in an' uncomfortable position 
in the court action to. determine the validity of the transfer of title for the 
Lake County courthouse from the County of Lake to the Lake County 
Building Commission. 

The "friendly" suit was instituted by the state's attorney's office and 
he has to fight the case in court, knowing" that if he wins and a declaratory 
judgment is entered by Judge William R. Dusher of Rockford, declaring 
the transfer illegal, the plans for a new courthouse will receive a tremen- 
dous setback.

A special committee appointed by County Board Chairman Karl 
kerning to study the possibility of a Public Works Commission to coordin" 
ate major projects in the county is piling up considerable testimony in a 
series of meetings being held throughout the county on various aspects 
of the problem.
